PRESIDENT CALHOUN, IN HIS OPENING ADDRESS, 
said that ever since the effort was first made 
to esiablish, in the great metropolis, a society 
of southern men, the residents had all looked 
forward tothe time when the society would 
rejoice inahome of its own. At last that 
hope was realized. He knew that he expressed 
the sentiment of every member of the society 
when said that the one he would 
have been proud to beyond 
all others at the Warming, was 
the president-of the Ui. tates, wlo, how- 
ever, was unable to be present in consequence 
of imperative official duties. ‘‘The president 
desired me,”’ Mr. Calhoun continued, ‘‘to con- 
vey to you his regret, and with his earnest and 
best wishes for the society’s Welfare. But I 
am viad to say,” he continued, “that among 
the icany guests who have honored us with 
their presence is our distinguished vice-presi- 
dient. With ns, too, are the governors of 
nearly all the southern states. To all our 
guests we extend a cordial southern welcome. 
J again welcome you,’’ President Calhoun con- 
cluded, ‘at this auspicious time—the centen- 
nial of our government—to our home, which, 
while it is a home of southern men, 
is the home of patriotism, of fealty to the goy- 
eruiment, of loyalty to the flag and of devotion 
to the nation.

qwas introduced as the first speaker. He said 
that when the president of the society called 
noon him at Washington and extended him 
an invitatioe to be present on the occasion of 
the opening of the new clubhouse he had said 
that he hada previous engagement, but that 
he would come condition that he would 
not be called upon to make a speech. “But 
I thank you,’ the vice-president continued, 
“for the invitation and desire to join with my 
good friend Depew, in congratulating the 
society in establishing a home in the city of 
New York.

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Mr. Depew Speaks 

Depew was greeted with a famous 
cheer. He said that he had never been more 
impressed with the fact thatthe home and 
inspiration of oratory lay in the south than by 
the speech that had just been made by the 
Vice-president of the United States. ‘‘Weo 
here in New York,” said he, “as ropublicans, 
have been trying for twenty-five years to geta 
speech out of him, but in vain, and here the 
Very first time you get him before your society, 
out comes a burst of cloquence that shows the 
vice-president to be followingin the footsteps 
of Clay, Calhoun and Webster. But 
the most eloquent speech Mr. Morton 
ever made wasto me. Said he: ‘Depew, if 
I were you, I would not accept a& nomination 
for the presidency.’ I took his advice, and 
left New York open for the vice-presidential 
nomination. I am credited with being a 
quick-sighted man, but I never saw into that 
matter until after the election. If a young 
man wants to get on in this life, he had better 
be a banker, not a lawyer.’’ 

Mr. Depew said, referring to the centennial 
Celebration, that New York loved the stranger, 
and loved tetake themin. The real signif- 
cance of the centennial celebration was 
yet little understood by any of us. It would 
be better understood by the orator one 
dred years hence. Depew spoke eloquently 
in the meaning of the cen- 
tennial festivities. Passing to the relation 
of the nerth and south, he said as treasurer of 
the national confederate soldiers home, that 
nine-tenths of the subscribers had been in the 
northern army.

Mr. Grady then considered the voung men 
of the south, whom, he said, were winning 
golden opinions froin all sorts of people by the 
energetic and business-like way in which they 
were rejuvenating affairs in the south, and 
making it the “new south,’ of which any 
country would be proud. 

I must now conclude,as I have to catch a late 
train tonight for home. I envy tbe pleasure you 
are to enjoy in listening to sentiments from distin- 
guished southern governors who are with us. 

Governor Gordon Speaks. 


Governor Gordon then said: 

Mr. Ghairman and Gentlemen: I@ the few 
moments allowed to me, it is impossicle to respond 
in fitting terms to the sentiment just proposed, I 
can do nothing more than to express my thauks to 
my eloquent friends jor the unmerited tribute paid 
me, and suggest one ortwo thoughts evoked by the 
centennial oecasion that convenes, tbrouch their 
executives, the states of the union. Georgia's 
position in this sisterhood cf states § is 
both resting and unique. She was the 
youngest of the thirteen Original colonies 
which formed the union, She is, therefore, the 
honored link in the family cirele between the old 
and the new commonwealths of the republie. Al- 
though fora brief} eriod that link was severed, yet 
ber love for her sistersand for the birthright of the 
freedom which ail inh rited, has survived the sep- 
nration. Georgia end ber soutiiern sisters have 
never lost for a day or hour itbeir devo- 
tion and loyalty to republican government and 
constitutional freedom, which hadunited all ina 
common effort and aspirationa hundred years ago. 
Like aneleetrical current, which will leap across a 
break in the wire and follow its course, so the spirit 
of 1799 thrilled through allthe states, even during 
the period of separation of war. Georvia’s 
heart at this hour throbs with the same 
proud memories that pulsate inthe heart of New 
York, and she rejoices that this great state, whose 
glorious history is the common heritage of all, and 
whose hospitality is as boundless as the great 
ocean which washes her shores, was, by historical 
right, the leaderin this grand centennial moves 
ment. Georgia's hopes are higher and hereconfidence 
firmer in the future concord of thewhole American 
people’ because of the commemoration of the great 
event which has just convened the states and people 
ru this American metropolis. Will these hopes prove 
{iusive, andis the confidence based upon a founs 
dation of sand, to be swept away in a cyclone

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BUCK AND DOW STILL IN THE FIGHT. 


THREE AGONY 


Dr. Arnold Trying to Prove That He Did 
Not Wear Petticoats During the War 
~A Democratic Contribution. 


WASHINGTON, May 2. — [Special. ] — Th 
president and Attorney-General Miller had a 
loug conference today relating te the unfilled 
otiices in Georgia. The question of the mar- 
Shalship was discussed at some length, when 
it was agreed that the matter should be taken 
up and disposed of within the next three 
weeks. Colonel Buck attended the ceuten- 
nial. He will now stay until the question of 
his appoiptment is settled, though whether it 
isto be himor Dow no one knows. Since 
Freeman has placed on file in the department, 
affidavits setting forth the fact that he is no 
longer identified with the manufaciure of 
whisky, having sold his inter gt in his dis- 
tillery, his chances for receiving the place has 
materially increased, and the opinion prevails 
with a majority of the Georgia contingent 
here that Freeman will receive the appoint- 
nent, 

Dr. Arnold has for the past three days been 
busily engaged in filing refutations against the 
charges which have been made against him, 
charging him with having worn petticoats in 
escaping from Columbus during the war. 

Postmaster-General Wauamaker said today 
thag he wasinclined to look favorably upon 
the proposition t0 appoint Colonel Locke 
postmaster at Columbus. There is already 
being made quite a good sized fight on Locke 
by those who are opposed to his appointment. 

Attorney-General Miller said today that he 
believed the president was favorable to the 
appointment of Judge Craig, of Selma, to 
the district attorneyship for the northern 
district of Alabama. If Craig is made attor- 
ney, then Gsneral James E, Slaughter, of 
Mobile, will be made marshal, and it isnot im- 
probable that General Slaughter will be made 
marshal anyhow. 

A DEMOCRATIC CONTRIBUTION. 

Funds are being collected for the presiden- 
tial campaign of 1892. The opening of the 
campaign so longin advance seems to give 
promise of the reign of boodle in 1502. If the 
republicans have opened acampaign fund it 
has not yetbeen heard from. Butthe meth- 
ods of the republicans are dark at all times, 
and they do not, like the denrocrats, report 
openly to the world what they are doing. The 
workers of the republican party are probably 
too busy now scrambling forthe prizes which 
they labored for or paid for last November to 
devote much attention to 1802. Nicholas M, 
Bel!, of Missouri, who was superintendent of 
the foreign mails under Cleveland, has re- 
signed his position and retired. On March 4 
he made the first subscription to the demo- 
cratic campaign fund for 1892, by determining 
to devote tothat purpose all the salary he 
should receive from the public treasury after 
that daie. His determination was made: pub- 
lic and soon thereaiter Postmaster-General 
Wanamaker accepted his resignation, to 
take effect yesterday. Mr. Beil's 
subscription to the democratic campaign 
fund is therefore limited to about sixty days’ 
salary at about $10 per day. Before leaving 
the city to-day Mr. Bell said that he had sent 
his check for that amount to Mr. Canday, of 
New York city, who was treasurer of the 
last democratic campaign fund. Mr. Beil’s 
example, it is said, has been followed by other 
ardent democrats who are anxious tosee the 
party triumph in 1892. 

A Cause For Grief. 

It seems that the republicans of Maryland 
are very wrathy over the retention in oflice of 
Calvin Gorman, a brother of the senator whom 
President Cleveland appointed as inspector of 
customs. Not long ago he was written a letter 
informing him that his services would be no 
longer required, but some influence was 
brought tobear on Secretary Windom, and 
about a week ago the letter was withdrawn. 
Mr. Gorman is still drawing $4 a day, and Mr. 
Mudd and Mr. McComas are exhibiting con- 
siderable wrath at the procedure. 

It is said that ex-Senator Davis, a cousin of 
Mr. Gorman, and a warm personal friend of 
Mr. Windom, has had something to do with 
the retention of the inspector. It is hinted 
that a move will soon be made on the president 
by the stalwarts of Maryland to effect Mr. 
Gorman’s final removal from office. 


THE YELLOW FEVER. 
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Agents for the Steamship Lines Discredit 
the Kepurt of the Disease on the Weser. 
BaLtimore, May 2.~—Agent Atkinson, of 

the North-German Lloyd line, when called 

upon this morning, discredited tlhe report that 
yellow feyer had infected the steamer Weser at 

Bremen. He knew nothing about the cargo she 


brought to this port on her last trip, but aid 


not think the steamer had anything on board 
which would breed contagion. He thought 
thatif there really was fever aboard it must 
be of amild character, and wasinclined to 
think the report was greatly exaggerated, but 
still he shook his hoad when his attention was 
called to the fact that the report of deaths was 
telegraphed to the Lloyd’s London agency by 
the Berlin agent of the North-German line. 

President Von Lingen, of the company, was 
also inclined to discredit the report. He said 
the Weser, when she left Baltimore, was in 
first-class sanitary condition. 

DO NOT BELIEVE IT. 

Several shipping merchants, who were 
shown the dispatch from the Lloyds concern- 
ing yellow fever on the Weser, were much sur- 
prised at the report. They were of the opinion 
that the disease was some milder form of dis- 
ease than ‘‘yellow jack,” and could not see 
how the vessel could have gotton the fever 
aboard at this port. 

The North German Lloyd company has 
another line of vessels which run from Bremen 
to points on the Indian ocean and in the south 
Pacific; also the Australian line, {f the cargo 
from oné of these steamers which touch at 
tropical ports was transhipped to the Weser, 
yellow fever germs may have been lurking in 
it. On her last voyage the stricken vessel en’ 
countered intense cold, the thermometer being 
at zero more than once, 
vented the immediate development of dis-

A New Appointee Has Trouble in Getting 
Possession of His Office. 

New York, May 2.—Thomas F. Gilroy was 
this morning appointed commissioner of the 
public works, to succeed D. Lowber Smith. 
Mr. Gilroy at once took the oath of office. 
Cemmissioner Smith refused to vacate his 
office, as he believes, with the county demo- 
crats, that his term does not rightfully expire 
until 1891, as Mayor Hewitt appointed him to 
sutceed General Newton for the latter's unex- 
pired term, the duration of which term it 
weuid be for the courts to decide. The Tam- 
megny men hold thatthe term expired at mid- 
ni-at exactly on Tuesday.

Geronimo’s Men Again Making Trouble in 
New Mexico. 

Sitver City, N.M., May 2.—[Snecial.]— 
There has been considerable excitement here 
ide iy On acconntof the reported outbreak of 
tuc Apaches from the San Carios reservation. 
Last Saturday the foreman of the Head and 
Heart ranch was shot through the legs, and 
then roasted to death on a stove where he was 
preparing a meal. It was believed that he 
was murdered by a remnant of Geron- 
imo’s band, which has been out since Ger- 
onimos outbreak in’ May iss8. Last night {it 
Was reported that two men had been killed by 
Indians near Black Hawk, but the report has 
since been denied. Anengineer on the South- 
ern Pacific reports having seen thirty or forty 
Indians cross the track.

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A BLOODY RIOT 


IN THE STREETS OF 
ciTy. 


TROOPS CALLED OUT TO QUELL IT. 


A Right Lively Story About a Battle, But 
the Whole Thing is Denied by the 
Mexicans—Other News. 


A MEXICAN 


Sr. Lovis, May 2.—The following descrip- 
tion of a mob and-*riot which occurred at 
Laluz, near Guanajuato, Mexico, a few days 
ago over the incarceration of five Jesuit 
priests who were stirring up the ignorant peo- 
ple against the government, is given by a 
prominent citizen of Guanajuato who reached 
here yesterday : 

It was nearly dark when the priests were 
imprisoned, but by the time the street lamps 
were lighted 12,000 men roared and surged 
against the walisof the jail. They attacked 
its heavy doors with pickaxes, stones, crow- 
bars and heavy beams of wood; and some of 
them in wild frenzy dashed their bleeding 
hands and heads against the massive walls. 
Many of them were armed, and in a short 
while a heavy fire was pouring inte the win- 
dows. 

THE MAYOR SLAIN. 

The mayor of Guanajuato, who was inside, 
was among the first to fall. Policemen, who 
rushed up in squads of two and three, were 
remorselessly butchered, andin a short time 
more than twenty of them were lying dead on 
the pavement. <A few scattered soldiers who 
were in town were treated in a like manner, 
The mob, which by this time was utterly un- 
manageable, either by the government or 
priests, who had incited it, now set fire to the 
jail doors, but justas the inmates were about 
to surrender, two hundred regular soldiers 
arrived in a double quick and formed across 
the streets. The mob answered the order to 
disperse with a yell and discharge of fire- 
arms. 

The command to fire was at once given. 
Bullets at a fearful short range swept through 
the mass of women, men and children like a 
scythe, mowing them down in rows. Still 
they came on, and volley after volley crashed 
into them, only to cause those behind to spurn 
the dead bodies with their feet as they pressed 
forward. 

THE STREETS WERE STICKY WITH BLOOD, 
and the shallow gutters ran withit. In the 
meantime a number of insurgents, armed with 
pistols and rifles, had climbed upon adjoining 
houses and soldiers began to,drop one by one. 
After a half hour's continuous fighting, a 
charge with bayonet was ordered. When the 
front rank of the mob fell, the entire concourse 
broke and disappeared through alleys and by- 
ways. Altogether more than 250 persons had 
been slain, by farthe greater part of whom 
were miners and other Mexican laborers. The 
soldiers lost sixteen killed and wounded. 
Among the slain was a lieutenant. 

REMOVAL OF THE PRIESTS. 

The fire in the jail was quenched and the 
five badly frightened but determined priests 
were takento Guanajuato for safe keeping. 
They are now contined in Castello de Gran- 
detas, an immense pile in which the great 
Mexican revolution had its birthday and in 
which the patriot, Hidalgo, was subsequently 
hanged. It is thought that bad the recent 
riot proven successful, had the priests been 
rescued and the loca] authority broken. a seri- 
ous uprising might have developed. As it is 
the incipient revolution is nipped in the bud. 

The Story Denied. 

Ciry oF Mexico,via Galveston, Mav 2.—Dis- 
patches sent out from here purporting to give 
details of rioting at Silao and Guanajuato are 
gross exaggerations. The prefect of Silao was 
assassinated yesterday, and his was the only 
life lost in the entire affair. The authorities 
have restored order, and today everything is 
quiet. 
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HAWES MAY COME CLEAR. 


The Powerful Effect of the Speech of E. T, 
Taliaferro. 

BirMINGHAM, May 2.—!Special.]}—Hon. FE. 
T. Taliaferro today closed the argument for 
the defense in the Hawes murder tria!, ina 
five hours speech, pronounced by the bar 
and public the most eloquent and logical ever 
heard in this city. So forcible and eloquent 
was the speech that several jurors and many 
spectators were time and again moved to tears. 
The effect of the speech cannot possibly bo 
greater onthe jury than it has been on the 
public. It has greatly modified the public 
feeling against Hawes, and many people now 
believe he will be acquitted. Colonel Talia- 
ferro’s argument was directed mainly to ex] os: 
ing the conflict in the testimony. He insisted 
that no man had ever been convicted on cir- 
cumstantial evidence where it was so contflict- 
ing asinthiscase. Solicitor Hawkins will 
close the argument tomorrow, and the case 
will go to the jury in the afternoon. 

SATURATED WITH OIL.

THE PARNELL COMMISSION. 


Mr. Parnell Still on the Stand—The Day's 
Procecdings. 

Lonpon, May 2.—The cross examination of 
Mr. Parnell was continued before the Parnell 
commission today. Mr. Parnell admitted that 
Condon was connected with the Manchester 
murders. He was chairman of the reception 
committee at Washington. The witness had 
always repudiated the dynamite and physical 
force party in America, and denounced them 
in the house of common®. He was not aware 
thatthe Cincinnati Commercial-Gazette re- 
ported verbatim the speech he made 
at Cincinnati, at which he is 
said to have referred to the severance 
of the last link of Great Britain and Ireland, 
or that its report was like that in the Irish 
World. 

Mr. Parne!l admitted that he had not found 
fault with the past action of the invincibles. 
He guoted from his speech and his manifesto 
of 1881, denouncing outrage and uncoustitu- 
tional action by Irishmen. 

AGAINST LANDLORDISM. 

Mr. Parnell said he advocated buying out the 
landlords in Jreland and making the tenants 
owners of land. 

The cross examination of Mr. Parnell pro- 
ceeded through a mass of detail, and was 
aimed to connect him with the Fenians, and 
also to show that he mast have known of the 
plots to commit murder. 

Nothing, however, was elicited from the 
witness to show that he was in any way con- 
nected with the Fenians, or that he had any 
knowledge of murderous conspiracies. 

Attorney General Webster cited menacin 
speeches made by W. Redmond. Mr. Parnel 
listenéd to the attorney general and remarked 
that old heads could not be put on young 
shoulders. 

EXTRACTS FROM HIS SPEECHES. 

Again pressed by counsel as to whether he 
had ever denounced outrages, Mr. Parnell read 
extracts from speeches delivered by 
him in 1889, such as ‘Let us remain 
Within the law and the constitution.” 
“Hope the people will not be tempted 
to imitate the violence and illegal attitude of 
the government. The league ig perfectly 
peaceable and constitutional, and there is 
nothing behind it.’’

THE KING RESTOR. D 


The Duke of Nassan to Give Up the 
Regency of Holland. 

LuxeEMBURG, May 2.—The duke of Nassau, 
regent of the duchy of Luxemburg, in reply to 
the letter of the king of Holland announcing 
his intention of reassuming the government of 
the duchy on May 3d, wrote that he was ready 
to renounce the regency atany time that would 
suit the king’s pleasure. The king has replied 
in a friendly letter, in which he expresses his 
desire to resume the government of luxem- 
burg on the same day he reassumes the gov- 
ernment of Holland. 

THE KING RESTORED TO POWER. 

Tuer HaGvue, May 2.—Owing to the improve 
ment in the health of the king of Holland, 
the Dutch parliament today, by unanimous 
vote, passed a resolution restoring his power. 
The announcement was received with cheers. 
Parliament sent a telegram message to the 
king, congratulating him upon the favorable 
turn in his disease. The duke of Nassau, now 
regent of Luxemburg, will retire to Taunus.

The Georgia Alliance Contracts With 
eral Mills,

An Observer Decl lares that the Crop is Back- 
ward, 
From the Quitman, Ga., Free Press. 

Mr. Gardner Chapin, of the well known 
soston commission house of Chapin LKros., 
was in town last week and the Free Press had 
a pleasant little chat with him about water- 
melons and the outlook generally. Mr. Chapin 
has been over the melon belt pretty freely and 
is favorably impressed with the prospect. He 
tninks the crop is a little backward compared 
with last year, but that shipments will com- 
meuce soon enough anyway. He also said 
‘that be had been frequently told that the acre- 
age was considerably less than last year, but 
that this did not correspond with his observa- 
tions and that he expected shipments 
to be fully as heavy as last 
a Mr. Chapin is confident 

that ‘me! ions will be larger and finer than they 
generally are, and that as a consequence the 
season will be asuccessful one. In regard 
to shipments he ‘advises all-rail shi ipments 
when it is at-all practicable. He says that 
the transfers necessary in shipping by steamer 
and keeping the melons for several! days in the 
hot hold of the steamer has: a bad effect on 
them, and that the buyers have got so they 
can tell at a glance whether a melon came by 
an all-rail route or by steamer, and, he added, 
1 would be willing to guarantee at least £5 per 
hundred more for the same quality of me lons 
when shipped by an all-rail route.

We can never reliably estimate the fruit 
vield until the harvest, but reports from all 
sections of this county warrant the belief that 
the promise of a good crop of fruit is unusually 
good.

It isa pity that the Grand Army has in 
it a few hot-headed extremists who are 
always coming to the front at the wrong 
time. Colonel Drake’s graceful recognition 
of a gallant soldier was honorable to both 
parties, and no brave wearer of the blue is 
going to raise a row about it if he is in his 
right mind. 
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A Forgotten Dime Novel. 

The New York World, with character- 
istic enterprise, has dragged from its ob- 
scurity a sensational love story written by 
Napoleon Bonaparte in his college days. 

It is possible that the story 1s a ‘‘fake,’’ 
but as LDourierne, Napoleon’s private secre- 
tary, preserved it and handed it down to 
posterity, the presumption is that it is gen- 
Vine. 

A glance at this forgotten romance shows 
that the great Corsican possessed in no 
small degree the gift of vivid and graphic 
story telling. ‘The short novel now rather 
cruelly thrust upon the public reads won- 
derfully like the intense and sensational 
Gime fiction of the present day. 

Perhaps under favorable circumstances 
Napoleon would have been the Dumas of 
his day, but it is likely that his first crude 
effort disgusted him and he threw it aside. 
Undoubtedly the poor and _§friendless 
student in those days had the literary craze, 
and had it bad. Besides his novel he wrote 
a drama, but he was no better satisfied 
with this than be was with his story. So 
he reluctantly laid down the pen and took 
up the sword. 

It is enough to make the stern conquerer 
turn in his grave to have this folly of his 
youth 3] read before the eyes of the readers 
of this generation, Thereg«an be no doubt 
that it is treating a great man very unjustly 
and shabbily to make public the literary 
efforts of his boyish days. Very few of 
our best writers would show up well under 
euch a test. Some of our successful men 
have voluntarily given to the world the 
compositions written when they were in 
their teens, but it is suspected that they 
revised their work very carefully and made 
radical clianges, 


But the whole business shows how littie’ 


is really known of a man’s inner life and 
his secret aspirations. Napoleon’s fellow 
students could form no estimate of his 
future greatness, and those who knew him 
in liis maturer years never dreamed that he 
had missed one of his pet aims in life, and 
was, ume Kichelleu, a failure in literature. 
After all, even a great man is a very queer 
being. and sometimes his thoughts, methods 
and wistakes are very much like those of

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The Southern Travelers’ Assoctation. 

The organization of the Southern Trav- 
elers’ association cannot, be commended too 
strongly, and the general interest mani- 
fested in the first meeting of the body, 
Which occurs in Savannah next week, 
promises much for the future usefulness of 
the organization. 

"The southern association is a result of a 
peaceful division of the National association, 
the southern members thinking that greater 
advantages would accrue to the commercial 
interests they represented by a more com- 
pact organization of the traveling men in 
theterritory included in the southern states. 
Railroad, steamship, insurance and other 
such organizations find that they can oper- 
ate to greater advantage by division of terri- 
tory, and the same argument that makes 
this so applies to the travelers’ association. 
It was found that under the national organ- 
ization the southern members could not ob- 
tain as advantageous rates, railroad, hotel, 
etc., as their brothers in the west and 
northeast, and that the mutual benefits of 
co-operation could not be shared alike, for 
various reasons, by the traveling men in 
the southern states. Thus prompted, 
number of wellknown gentlemen proceeded 
to organize the southern association, and 
the success of their efforts will be attested 
in the Savannah meeting. 

This association should have the hearty 
encouragement of the honest men of the 
south, for it will prove one -of the most 
potent levers in the advancement and exten- 
sion of ourcommerce. ‘There is not afea- 
ture about it that is not in full sympathy 
with the business welfare of our merchants, 
and it is a short sighted employer who 
would not extend his hearty encouragement 
to any movement looking to the development 
of the association. 

The Atlanta branch holds an important 
meeting Saturday evening at 7:30 o’clock 
at the chamber of commerce hall, and a 
general attendance of not only the commer- 
cial travelers, but also of the business men 
of the city is earnestly desired. Atlanta 
will be well represented in Savannah, and it 
is to perfect the organization of the city 
branch, before the general meeting, that the 
call for Saturday a is made. 


The Seieiat § Mill Syatom. 

“Tlave we any novelists?” asks the Rich- 
mond ‘Times, and the editor then goes on to 
argue that we have not many - speak of, 
and certainly none to brag about. 

This may be true, and yet it is the result 
of conditions over which even genius has 
no control. Ifa Scott were to arise now he 
would have to write something more inter- 
esting and in better style than *¢] fanhoe.’’ 
There has been a great pecking at Mr. 
Howells because of his boldness in speaking 
out for the moderns, and while we do not 


agree With him in everything he says, we 
can understand and appreciate his purpose. 
That the fictive art is finer and more com- 
prehensive than in the days of Thackeray 
and Dickens no one believes, for 
comparable to their works has been pro- 
duced by the more modern writers; but it 
is very certain that neither their manner- 
isis nor the elaborate awkwardness of 
Seott would be tolerated by modern readers. 

What, then, is the trouble with the 
modern novel? Well, for one thing the 
modern novel. Jacks a full grown man to 
write it. Isr Howelfs gives us a great 
many ¢leyér but superficial charactérizations, 
and Mr. James is delightfully tantalizing, 
filling the air and the ear with a shower of 
incomparable persiflage; but there is 
nothing great in these things. They are in- 
consequential, they lack the raw purpose, 
so to speak, and they lack the individuality 
that was Scott’s and that is a part of 
Dickens and Thackeray. 

This is putting the maiter rather vaguely, 
of course, but as there are some elements in 
life that can be neither described. nor indi-

_ cated, so there is an element in the writings 


of Seott, Thackeray and Dickens that 
escapes analysis and elucidation. We all 
know what that element is, for all of us 
have fallen under its spell, but nobody 
knows the name of it. 

For want of a better name (since genius

it individuality. This particular quality is 
largely lacking in our modern literature, and 
we have sometimes thought that this lack is 
due to the monotony of our school system.

The well- 
known tendency of insects to fly into a fire is relied 
on to make the plan effective. A better and cheaper 
way, however, would be toabolish the shotgun. 
Let insectiverous birds multiply, as they will if not 
killed by sportsmen, and the insects will be killed 
off better than by fires. The farmers are largely 
responsible for their own wisfortune, for they per- 
mit shooting on their lands, and too often indulge 
in the alleged sport themselves. The way to save 
their crops is to spare ihe birds,”

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IN THE COURTS. 


The case of Long vs. the Western and At- 
lantic railroad was continued in the superior 
court yesterday, and the jury brought ina 
verdict for the plaintiff in the sum of $10,000. 

The suit was brought by John A. Long for 
$15,000 damages for injuries received by an 
engine on the Western and Atlantic road. In 
January, 1888, while Long was walking along 
the track of the State road, on his way home, 
he was struck by a Western and Atlantic 
engine, which knocked him down, fracturing 
the bene in his left foot and otherwise ser- 
iously injuring him. The accident occurred 
near the Foundry street crossing. Long isa 
machinist employed at the shops of the Wes- 
ternand Atlantic road, and, when the acci- 
dent occurred, was endeavoring to get out of 
the way of an approaching train, but in his 
efforts to do so failed to notice another engine 
which was coming up behind him on the track 
to which he jumped. It was claimed that the 
engineeron the train which knocked Long 
down and injured him did not exercise proper 
care in warning him of his danger. 

The case has been on trial since Monday 
morning, before Judge Marshal J. Clarke, 
and the speeches consumed seven hours time. 
Judge Clarke gave the case to the jury about 
four o’clock yesterday afternoon, and after 
being out a little over a half hour, returned 
the verdict as above. 

The plaintiff was represented by Judge R. 
T. Dorsey and C. T. Ladson, and the defense 
was made by Julius L. Brown, attorney for 
the Western and Atlantic road. 


Yesterday Mrs. B. N. W. Broomhead, 
wife of D. H. Broomhead, made 
application for an injunction against Messrs. 
W. D. Grant, S. D. Howland and Dr. J. N. 
Cook to prevent them from using certain liv- 
ery stables. The case will come up before 
Judge Marshall J. Clark on Saturday, May 11. 

The city court, Judge Van Epps presiding, 
was occupied yesterday in hearing the motion 
for non-suit in the case of Allen vs, the At- 
lanta and West Point railroad company and 
the Western Railway of Alabama. The motion 
for non-suit is brought on the ground that 
the Western Railway of Alabama and the 
Atlanta and West Point Railroad company 
were separate and distinct corporations, con- 
trolled by separate and distinct boards of 
directors, and therefore nct jointly liable for 
any damages. 

The plaintiff, Allen, was in the employ of 
the railway mail service, running tween 
Atlanta and Montgomery. He was injured 
while on the line of the Atlanta and West 
Point, and sues both companies jointly for 
damages, averring that they are virtually 
under the saime control.
